About half past eleven the Royal Sovereiga fired 
three guns, which had the intendod effect of in- 
aun the énemy to hoist theit colours, and 
shewed de the tri- coloured fiz jaternantéd with 
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that of Spain. The drum now ropented the sum- 
mons; and the captain sent for the efficers com- 
manding the several quarters. ‘* Gentlemen,’’ 
said he, “I have only to say that 1 shall pass 
close under the stern of that ship; put in two 
round shot, and then a grape, and give her that. 
New go to your qvarters, and mind sot to fire 
till.each gun will bear with effect.”” With this 
laconic imstructson, the gallant little man posted 
himself on the slide of the foremost carronade, 
on thestarboard side of the quarter-deck. At 
ferty-five minutes past eleven, a ship, ahead, 
Opened her fire, and tinding that her shot paseed 
over the Sovereign, several others did the same; 
and from the peculiar formation of this part of 
ther hne, as many as ten ships broaght their 
broadsides to bear with powerful effect. The 
determined and resolute countenance of the 
weatherbeaten sailor, here and there brightened 
by a emile of exultation, was well suited to the 
terrific appearance which they exhibited; some 
were stripped to the waist; some had bared their 
necks and arms; others had tied a handkerchief 
rouhd their heads; and all seemed eagerly to 
await the order to engage. My two brother ofi- 
cers and myself were stationed, with about thirty 
men at smal! arms stationed at the poop, on the 
front of which I was now standing... The shot 
began to pass over us, and gave us intimation of 
what we should in a few minates undergo. An 
awful silence prevailed in the ship, oaly inter- 
rupted by the commanding voice of Capt. H— : 
*Steady! starboard a little! steady, so'’’ echoed 
by the master, directing the quarter-masters at 
the wheel. 

A shriek soon followed; a cry of agony was 
produced by the next shot; the loss of the head 
of a poor recruit was the effect of the succeed- 
ing; and as we advanced, destruction rapidly in- 
creased. A severe contusion in the breast now 

rated our captain, but he soon resumed 

is cotmurand. ose only who have been in 
a similar situation to the one [ am attempting 
to describe, can have a correct idea of such a 
scene; my eyes were horror struck at the bloody 
corses around ime, and my ears rang with the

n‘the op hepa in’ which we were placed 
for nearly thirty minutes, from not having the 
power to retaliate. 

it wae jast twelve o’clock when we reached 
their line. Our energies became roused, and 
the mind diverted from its appalling condition, 
by the order of ‘‘ stand to your guns!’’ which, 
as they # ively came to bear, were dis- 
charged into our opponeats on either side; bat 
as we passed close under the stern of the Santa 
Anna, of one hundred and twelve guns, our at- 
tention was more strictly called to that ship.— 
Although, watil that moment, we had not fired a 
shot, oor sails and rigging bore evident proofs of 
the manner in which we had been treated: our 
mizen-top-mast was shot away, and the ensign 
had been thrice rehoisted: numbers lay dead on 
the decks, and eleven wounded were already in 
the surgeon’s care. ‘The firing was now tre- 
mendous; and at intervals the dispersion of the 
smoke gave us a sight of the colours of our ad- 
versaries. At this critical period, while steer- 
ing to the stern of the |’Indomptable, which 
continued a most galling raking fire on us, 
the Fougueux being on our starboard quarter, 
and the Spanish Monarca on our larboard bow, 
the master earnestly addressed the captain— 
** Shall we go through, sir?’’ ‘‘ Go through, by 
God!’’ was his energetic reply: ‘‘ there’s your 
ship, sir; place me close along side of her.’’— 
Our opponent defeated this manwuvre by bear- 
ing away in a parallel course with us, within pis- 
tol shot. About one o'clock the Fougueux ran 
us on board on the starboard side; and we con- 
tinued thus engaging until the latter dropped 
astern: Our mizen-mast soon went, and shortly 
afterwards the main-top-mast. A _two-decked 
ship took,a position on our bow; and a seventy- 
four, the Achille, om our quarter. At two 
o’cleck the mainmast fell over the larboard 
side, and at half past the foremast was shot 
away closé to the deck. In this unmanageable 
state we were but seldom capable of annoying 
our antagonists, while they had the power of 
choosing their distance; and every shot from 
them did considerable execution. We had suf- 
fered severely, as must be supposed; and those 
on the poop were’ now ordered to assist at the 
quarter-deck guris, where we coftinued until the 
action ceased. I was under the break of the 
poop, aiding in running out a carronade, when a 
ery of “stand clear there, here it comes,’’ made 
me look up; and at that instant the main-mast 
fell over the bulwarks just above me. This 
ponderous mass made the ship's whole frame 
shake, and had it taken a central direction, it 
would have gone through the poop, and added 
many to our list of sufferers. Until half-past 
three we remained in this harassing situation: 
the only means of bringing our battery towards 
the enemy wasto use the sweeps in the gun- 
room ports. To these we had recourse, but 
without effect, for even in ships under perfect 
command they prove almost useless; and we ey 
a mere halk covered in wreck, and rolling wit 
the swell. At this hour a three-decked ship was 
seen steeting towards us. It can easily be ima- 
gined with what anxiety every eye was turned 
towards this formidable object, which would ei- 

ther relieve us from our unwelcome neighbours, 
or render our situation desperate. 

We had tearcely seen the British colours since 
one o'clock; and it is impossible to express our 
emotion as the alteration of the stranger's 
course displayed the white ensiga to our sight; 
but we were too confident ia our expectation of 
support; for altho she approached near 
enough to discern the British colours on the 
stump of our mizen-mast, she took a different di- 
rection. We did not, however, continue much 

im this dilemma, for the Swiftsure came 
nobly to aur relief. Can any enjoyment in life 
be compared with the sensation of delight and 
thankfulness which such a delif~rance produced? 
It was like the transition from death to life; and 
the features so long distorted by anxiety sofien- 
ed inte an expression of placidity and gratiiude. 
On ordinary occaxions we contemplate tho gran- 
deur of a ship under sail, with admiration; and 
even to those whose profession make them fa- 
miliar with euch scencs, this wonderful preduc- 
tion of art seldorn fails to aitrect general notice. 
But under i jons of rand excitement, 
euch as prevailed at this crisis, every one eager- 
ly looked towards oar <eenes ftiend, who 
cathe speedily on; and when within trail, manned 


the rigging, cheered, and then boldly steered for 
the ship which had so Jong annoyed us: shortly 
after, the Polyphemus took off the fire from the 
Spaniard on our bow. 

It was near four o'clock when we ceased 
firing; bat the action continued ia the body of 
the fleet about three miles to windward. The 
van division of the enemy having tacked, it 
seemed that the fight was about to be renewed. 
Rear Admiral Dumanoir making off with foor 
sail of the line to the southward in close order, 
passed within gun shot of us; and as we lay ma’ 
helpless and solitary situation, our a, prehension 
was much relieved by seeing them proceed 8i- 
lently on their course. The Argonaut, of eighty 
guns, having surrendered, we sent an oflicer to 
take possession. He returned with her second | 
captain, who stated her loss to amount to two 
hundred killed. 

There are two periods in the life of a sailor 
which are impressive beyond all others in his 
eventful career: to the first I have adverted in 
the early part of this narrative, when each 
hoped to see his friend again; and now that the 
conflict was over, our kinder feelings resumed 
their sway. Eager inquiries were expressed, and 
earnest congratulations exchanged, ct this joy- 
ful moment. The officers came to make ther 
report to the captain, and the fatal result cast a 
gloom over the scene of ourtriumph. I have al- 
luded to the impression of our first lieutenant, 
that he should not survive the contest. This gal- 
lant officer was severely wounded in the thigh, 
and underwent amputation; but his prediction 
was realized; for he expired before the action 
had ceased. The junior lieutenant was likewise 
mortally wounded on the quarter-deck. Thege 
gallant fellows were lying beside each other in 
the gun-room preparatory to their being com- 
mitted to the deep; and here many met to take 





a last look of our departed friends, whose re- 
mains soon floated in the promiscuous multitude, | 
without distinction either-of rank or nation. In 
the act of launching a poor sailor over the poop 
he was discovered to breathe; and after being a | 
week in the hospital, the ball which entered the 
temple came out of his mouth. 1 notice this oc- 
currence to show the probability that many are 
thrown overboard when life is not extinct. The 
upper deck presented a confused and dreadful 
appearance. Masts, yards, sails, ropes, and frag- 
ments of wreck were scattered in every direc- 
tion: nothing could be more horrible than the 
scene of blood and mangled remains with which 
every part was covered, and which, from the 
quantity of splinters, resembled a shipwright’s 
yard strewed with gore, 

From our extensive loss, thirty-four killed and 
ninety-six wounded, our cock-pit exhibited a 
scene of suffering-and carnage which rarely oc- 
curs. I visited 4hi@ abode of suffering with the 
natural impa eh led many others thither, 
namely, to fate of a friend or.¢om- 
panion. So many bodies in such a confined phace, 
and under such distressing circumstances, would 
affect the most obdurate heart: my nerves Were 
but little accustomed to such trials, but even the 
dangers of the battle did not seem more torrific 
than the spectacle before me. Ona long table 
lay several anxiously looking for their turn to re- 
ceive the surgeon’s care, yet dreading the fate 
which he might pronounce. One subject was 
undergoing amputation, and every part was 
heaped with sufferers. Their piercing shrieks 
and expiring groans were echoed through this 
vault of misery; and even at this distant period 
the heart-sickening picture is alive nm my me- 
mory. 

What a contrast to the hilarity and enthusias- 
tic mirth which reigned in this spot the pre- 
ceding evening! At all other times the cock-pit 
is the region of conviviality and good-humour, 
for here it is that the happy midshipmen reside, 
at whose board neither discord nor care inter- 
rupt the social intercourse. But a few short hours 
since, on these benches, which were now cover- 
ed with mutilated remains, sat these scions of 
their country’s glory, who hailed the coming 
hour of conflict with cheerful confidence, and 
each told his story to beguile the anxious mo- 
ments, the younger ones eagerly listening to 
their experienced associates; and all united in the | 
toast of ‘‘ May we meet again at this hour to- 
morrow!’’ I have heard some men say, that they 
have not felt any thing like fear at the near ap- 
proach of battle. Such stoicism may exist; the 
nerves of robust constitutions may wholly subdue 
the weakness of our nature; but candour must 
own that a struggle generally takes place be- 
tween our sentiments of duty and honour, and 
that natural feeling which makes us shudder at 
impending danger. Truly and beautifully has a 
distinguisved writer observed, 

«‘ The brave man is not he who feels no fear, 

For that were brutish and irrational ; 

But he, whose noble soul its fear subdues, 

And bravely dares the danger nature shrinks from.” 

About five o’clock the officers assembled in 
thé captain’s cabin to take some refreshment.— 
The parching effects of the smoke made this a 
welcome summons, although some of us had 
been fortunate in relieving our thirst by plunder- 
ing the captain’s grapes, which hang round his 
cabin; still four hours exertion of body, with the 
energies incessantly employed, occasioned a las- 
situde both corporeally and mentally, from which 
even the victorious termination, now so near at 
hana, could not arouse us. Moreover, theresat 
a melancholy on the brows of some who mourn- 
ed the messmate who had shared his perils and 
his vicissitudes for many years. Then the merits 
of the departed hero were repeated with a sigh, 
but his errors sank with himin the deep. There 
Were few who did not bear some marks of this 
sahguinary engagement, and those who had the 
good-fortune to escape unhurt, presented ap ap- 
pearance igi testified the dangers they had 
encountered, 

Before sunset all firing had ceased. Theview 
of the fleet at this period was highly interesting, 
and would have formed a beautiful subject for « 
painter. Just under’the setting rays were five 
or six dismantled prizes: on one hand lay the 
Victory, with part of our fleet and prizes; and on 
the left hand the Sovereign and a similar cluster 
ofships. The remnant of the combined fleet was 
making for Cadiz, to the northward. ‘The Achille 
had burnt to the water’s edge, with the tr-co- 
loured ensign still displayed, about a mile rom 
us, and our tenders and boats were using cvery 
effort to save the brave fellows who had so glo- 
riously defended her; but only two hundred and 
fifty were rescued, and she blew up with ¢ tre- 
mendous explosion. A boat with the lieutenant 
of the Entreprenante shortly after came on 
board, on his return from the Victory, te an- 
nounce the death of the immortal Nelson. The

melancholy tidings spread through the ship n an 
instant, and its paralyzing effect was wondrrful. | 
Our captain had served under the illastrious thief 
for years, and had partaken in the anxiouspur- 
suit of the enemy across the Atlantic witl the 
same ofieers and crew. ‘‘ Lord Nelsoni no 
more,”” was repeated with such despondency and 
heartfelt sorrow, that every one seemed to npurn 
a parent. All exertion was suspended: the jele- 
ran saifor indulged in sitent grief; and someeyes 








evinced that tenderness of rt is often ron- 
coaled under the roughest exterior. 


The motive of the French admiral im putting 
to sea has been variously stated: by some, to 
form a junction with the ships in the Mediter- 
ranean; by others, that as Admiral Villeneuve 
had intimation of being superseded, he determin- 
ed on fighting our fleet. The latter opinion was 
confirmed by the Spanish captain, who expressed 
his astonishment when I told him the extent of 
our loss. ‘* That is not possible!’’ he exclaimed, 
‘* for we had positive assurance that Lord Nel- 
son was in England, and we believed the Eng- 
lish fleet to be no more than twenty-two sail of 
the line.’” This mistake arose from Sir Robert 
Calder’s departure for England, and the separa- 
tion of the squadron which went to Vetuan for 
water; and the junction of several ships since 
that cipcumstance was not known to the enemy. 

Night coming on, the Naiad frigate took us m 
tow, and the next day, endeavourng to get into 
the Straits, we fost sight of the fleet. After the 
decks were cleared we were employed in erect- 
ing jury masts to keep the ship under.command, 
and before dark we had a few sma!l sails set for 
the purpose. The sea and wind had increased, 
with every appearance of a heavy gale coming 
on. The ship laboured excessively, and in spite 
of the constant exertions of the fngate we drift- 
ed fast towards the shore. Several times the 
tow rope parted, but, notwithstanding the risk 
of approaching an ungovernable hulk in such a 
tremendous sea, a line was thrown, and repeat- 
edly the hawser was refixed to her stern. ‘lhe 
increasing storm had driven us so near the shore, 
that it appeared alinost beyond human hope that 
we should escape the frightful prospect before 
us. About midnight a midshipman came into 
the ward-room, where most of our cots were 
swinging, to say that the captain wished the offi- 
cers to come on deck, as it was probable we 
should be ashore very shortly. This awful intel- 
ligence was received with consternation and hor- 
ror, and we instantly started on our fect. Just 
at this crisis one of the twenty-four pounders out 
of the stern window, broke adrift from its lash- 
ing, and the apprehension of our danger had ta- 
ken such entire possession of our minds, that the 
crash appeared to announce our dissolution. 

Those who have been in a tempest must have 
witnessed the levity and fearlessness of the sailor 
even in moments of the utmost peril and alarm. 
After our recovery from the fright which the 
lurching of the ship had produced, a young man 
who was roused by the noise ran past us in such 
dismay, that it created a burst of laughter from 
men who expected that their existgace would 
terminate the next instant. With ulty I got 
on deck; the ship rotied in the troughof the sea 
in such a manner thata@be water came in through 
the ports and on «tho, ays, and the shot 
were rattling about the @gtks, on which many 
of the helpless wounded were lying exposed. 

Atone o'clock the roar.of the elements con- 
tinued, and every roll of the sea seemed te the 

ighted imagination as the commencement of 
he breakers. ‘he hours lagged tediously on, 
and death appeared with each gust of the tem- 
pest. In the battle the chances were equal; but 
shipwreek m such a hurricane was certain de- 
struction, and the doubtful situation of the ship 
kept the mind in a perpetual state of térror.— 
In thie horrible suspense each strike of the bell, 
as it proclaimed the hour, sounded as the knell 
of our approaching destiny, for none could ex- 
pect to escape the papeatl danger. 

In silent anxiety we awaited the fate which 
daylight would decide; and the thoughts of home, 
kindred, friends, Sener round the heart, and 
aggravated our despair. Each brightening of 
the clouds was hailed as the long-looked for 
dawn, while the succeeding shade, which ap- 
poses to mock our misery, sank our wearied 

opes into deeper despondency. How oft and 
how numerous were the inquiries of the sentry — 
** How goes the time?’’—And when the wel- 
come order to *‘ strike two bells’’* was heard, 
it aroused our sinking energies, and every eye 
was directed towards the shore. In a few mi- 
nutes—‘* Land on the lee bow!—Put the helm 
up!’’—resounded through the ship, and all was 
again bustle and confusion. 

When we got round, the breakers were dis- 
tinctly seen, about a mile to leeward, throwing 
the spray to such terrific height, that even in our 
security we could not behold them without shud- 
dering. Dhis was a period of delight most as- 
suredly; but intense dread had so long overpow- 
ered every other feeling, that escape from ¢e- 
struction seemed like returning animation, pro- 
ducing a kind of torpor which rendered us in- 
sensible to our miraculous preservatiun; and it 
was not until the mind had recovered its wonted 
calmness that our hearts were impressed with a 
due sense of the merciful protection we had ex- 
perienced. 

As the day advanced the wind abated, fand 
the enlivening rays of the sun well aceorded 
with our happiness. The Naiad having us in 
tow spread all her canvas, steering a direct 
course for Gibraltar. All fears had ceased, and 
the gladdened faces seemed to anticipate no- 
thing but pleasure as they turned towards the 
object of our destination. This enjoyment, near 
as it appeared, was again interrupted by a cry 
of **A sail a-head!’? The next report, that 
‘*she looked large,’’ was soon confirmed by— 
‘** A ship of the line!”’ 


The consciousness of our own weakness mag- 
nifies every object of terror, and blinds us to the 
resources that may be still at our disposal.-— 
**« The stranger must,’’ it was supposed, *‘ be the 
‘advance of the squadron which escaped to the 
southward:”’ and so confidently did the captain 
believe it, that a consultation was held, when it 
was resolved to destroy the battered hulk, and 
make our escape in the frigate. Preparations 
to carry this decision into effect were about to 
commeuce, when the private signal dispersed 
our hasty fears; and we then recollected that 
Admiral Louis had gone to Tetuan for water. 

‘The rock opened to our view about eleven. 
On the preceding evening the governor receiv- 
ed information of the defeat of the combined 
fleet by a market-boat, which had been present; 
and in honour of the victory he directeda salute 
to be fired by the garrison. When we arrived 
neat our anchorage, the battery of the Devil’s 
Ton commenced firing, and a feu de joie fol- 
lowed along the lines: each ship manned her 
yards and cheered as we passed; and our en- 
trance in the Mole was very gratifying. Crowds 
of ae class came to greet and congratulate 
us; and although so jealous a rivalry then exist- 
ed between the two services, that scarcely an 
officer of the line came on board, we experi- 
enced much atiention from those of the royal 
artillery, and some of us partook of their hospi- 
tality. The contrast of our ship's present ap- 
pearance, with the bright sides and the majestic 
beauty which marked her prond course a few 
days before, was very striking’ to an indifferent 
observer: to those who felt identified, as it were, 
with her fortunes, the reflection of her helpless 
condition, and the honourable scars she bore, 
made a grateful and lasting impression. We ' 
had danger aod suffering; but we had

days, bringing with them the only four prizes 
that were rescued from the fury of the late gale. 
The anchorage became covered with ships. In 
the mole lay six dismasted hulls, whose batter- 
ed sides, dismounted guns, and shattered ports, 
presented unequivocal evidence of the brilliant 
part they had taken in the gloriously contested 
battle; a little beyond, the more recently arrived 
lay at their anchors. At this proud moment no 
shout of exultation was heard, no joyous felicita- 
tions were exchanged, for the lowered flag which 
waved on the Victory’s mast marked where the 
mourned hero lay, and cast a deepening shade 
over the triumphant scene. The exertion which 
was necessary to refit the ships did not however 
permit the mind to dwell on this melancholy sub- 
ject. Ina few days several were ready to proceed 
home; and on the 4th of November, the Victory 
and ourselves bent our course for England. As 
we were the first who took the returns of our 
killed and wounded, nothing was knewn of our 
loss by dur friends until our arrival, although 
several ships had preceded us. Their suspense 
can be imagined; for the anxious inquirer only 
know that we had suflered severely. Each day 
our protracted arrival increased their solicitude, 
hoping, vet dreading, as the eager eye watched 
the signal that announced approaching ships. 
At length we reached our destination, and ar- 
rived in Plymouth Sound on the 4th of Decem- 
ber. Boats inuumerable floated round us with 
faces expressive of the torturing anxiety which 
was felt; and a moment ensued of such bound- 
less joy to many, and bitter agony to others, 
that no pen can describe it; it would have wrung 
the most callous heart. 

I could not bear to hear the effusion of grief 
which burst from the childless parent, or witness 
the sorrow of brotherly tenderness, and I has- 
tened to the affectionate embraces of my own 
family. — Bijou. 








From Mili’s Histor y of Chivalry. 
KNIGHTLY ARMOUR, AND THE DAGGER OF 
MERCY. 

The only way by which death could be 
inflicted was by thrusting a lance through 
the small holes of the vizor. Such a mode 
of death was not very common, for the ca- 
valier always bent his face almost to the 
saddle-bow when he charged. ‘The knight 
however, might be uaborsed in the shock of 
the two adverse lines, atthe mercy of the 
foe who was left standing. But how to kill 
the human being, enclosed in the rolling mass 
of steel, was the question; and the armourer 
therefore invented a thin dagger, which 
could be inserted between the plates. This 
dagger was called the dagger of mercy, 
apparently @ curious title, considering it was 
the instrument of death; but in truth, the 
laws of chivalry obliged the conqueror to 
show mercy, if when the dagger was drawn, 
the prostrate fue yielded himself, rescue or 
no reacue. 

Froissart’s pages furnish us with. an inte- 
resting tale, descriptive of the genera] chival- 
ric custom regarding the dagger of mercy. 
—About the year 1390, the lord of Lan- 
gurante, in Gascony, rode forth with forty 
spears and approached the English fortress 
called Gadilhac. He placed his company 
in ambush, and said to them, ‘ Sirs, tarry yod 
still here, and [ will g4 and ride to yonder 
fortress alone, and see if any one will issue 
out against us.’ He then rode to the bar- 
riers of the castle, and desired the keeper 
to show to Bernard Courant, their captain, 
how that the lord of Langurante was there, 
and desired to jousta course with him. ‘ If 
he be so good a man, and so valiant in arms 
as it is said, continued-the challenger,’ he will 
not refuse it for his lady’s sake: if he do, it 
shall turn hin to much blame, for I shall 
report it whercsoover I go, that for coward- 
ice he hath refused to run with me one course 
with a spear.’ 

A squire of Bernard reported this mes- 
sage to his master, whose heart beginning 
to sweil with ire, he cried, ‘ Get me my har- 
ness, and saddle my horse; he shall not go 
refused.’ - Incontinently be was armed, and 
mounted on his war steed, and taking his 
shield with a spear, he rode through the 
gate and the barriers: into the open field. 
The Lord Langurante seeing him coming 
was rejoiced, and couched his spear like a 
true knight, and so did Bernard. Their 
good horses dashed at each other, and their 
lances struck with such equal fierceness that 
their shields fell in pieces, and as they crossed, 
Bernard shouldered sir Langurante’s horse 
in such a manner that the lord fell out of 
the saddle. Bernard turning his steed short 
around, and as the lord Langurante was rais- 
ing, his foe, who was a strong as well as a 
valiant squire, took his bacinet with both 
hands, and wrenching it from his head, cast 
it under his horse’s feet. On seeing all this 
the lord of Langurante’s men quitted their 
ambush, and were coming to the rescue of 
their master, when Bernard drew his dagger, 
and said to the lord, ‘Sir, yield you my pri- 
soner, rescue or no rescue; or clse you are 
but dead.’ The lord, who trusted to the 
rescue of men, spoke not a word; and Ber- 
nard then gave him a death blow on his bare- 
head, and dashing spurs into his borse, he 
fled within the barriers. 


After Alexander's last battle with Darius 
only sixty horsemen were able to keep up 
with him till he reached the enemy's camp. 
There they rode over the gold and silver: 
that lay scattered about, and passing by a 
number of carriages full of women and chil- 
dren, which were in motion, but without 
charioteers, they hastened to the leading 
squadrons, not doubting that they should 
find Darins athong them. At fast, after 
much search, they found him extended on 
his chariot, and pierced with many darts.— 
Though he was near his last moments, he 
had strength to ask for something to quench 
his thirst; A Macedofian, named Polystr:- 
tus, brought him some''cold water, and when 
he liad drank, he said, “Friend, this fils tp 
thé measure of my misfortunes, td think’ I 
ati @ot“able to reward thee for this act of

The weights used in the Hieu street 
Marxxt were overhauled, once or twice 
last week, by the clerks, and we regret to 
learn that, in consequence of these inquisi- 
torial visits, these necessary articles in the 
purchase and sale of provisions have be- 
come lamentably scarce, with the excep- 
tion of fifty-sixes and twenty-cight pounders. 
Neither caution nor boldness seemed to af- 
ford protection against the talons of the 
law. A butcher, who thought a brazen 
face the real murus aheneus, presented his 
tens, fives, &c. to the examination, with 
every outward appearance of conscious in- 
tegrity, but they kicked the beam in the 
twinkling of an eye, and were swept away 
into the receptacle already overflowing with 
their lean brethren. His next neighbour, a 
female, with honesty marked on every line 
of her sharp nose, pinched lips, peeping 
grey eyes, narrow forehead, and pointed 
chin, quoited her implements of trade down 
into a basket beneath the stall; but one of 
them unfortunately jingled as it fell, and all 
her pretty ones were seized at one fell 
swoop. Our informant adds that the sym- 
pathy of the by-standers was infinitely credit- 
able to their humanity. 





The committee of the Bunxer Hit. 
Monxumest AssocraTIon, in their address 
calling for additional contributions, give this 
account of what has been done and what it 
is their design to do:—“The monument 
will be the highest of the kind in the world, 
and only below the height of the Egyptian 
Pyramids, It will form when completed, 
an obelisk thirty feet square at the base, 
and fifteen at the top. It will consist of 
eighty courses of our Quincy granite, each 
course two feet eight inches in thickness.— 
The whole height,.when laid, will be two 
hundred and twenty feet. No traveller will 
then inquire for the battle ground. The 
monument will endure until the foundations 
of the earth itself are shaken. Our de- 
scendants in the most remote ages will have 
this perpetual memorial before them, of the 
virtues and valor of their ancestors, and of 
this ever-enduring memento of the price 
and the value of liberty. ‘I'he whole quan- 
tity of stone necessary to complete this 
work is 6,700 tons. Of this quantity twen- 
ty-eight hundred tons are already laid in the 
14 first courses, and five hundred tons more 
are already dressed, on the hill, being the 
quantity required for five courses, and with 
that already laid, making more than half 
the quantity, necessary for the whole struc- 
ture. ‘Twelve hundred tons are already 
spht out in blocks to dimensions for the va- 
rious parts of the Monument, at Quincy, 
and have been placed in situations where 
they can be best hammered. ‘The remain- 
der, twenty-two hundred tons, can be split 
from the quarry in ninety days, for three 
thousand dollars; considerable progress has 
been nade in preparing the ledge for that 
purpose. ‘The Committee continued the 
work as long as they considered themselves 
justified, and only ceased at the hill, on the 
first of September, and on the seventeenth 
of January at the quarry.” 





The district, in the suburbs of Lonpvon, which 
has lately been improved in the manner de- 
scribed in the annexed paragraph from the 
Morninc HERALD, is said to have been, three 
or four years since, the most wretched in appear- 
ance, ani the most disreputable in character, of 
all places in the vicinity of the Eneuisu me- 
tropolis:—‘‘ The surface of the ‘Five Fields’ 
was covered with a clayey soil about two feet in 
depth, which completely prevented the absorp- 
tion of rain, so that even in the middie of sum- 
mer it appeared damp, and a few huts were the 
only habitations that relieved the monotony of 
the scene. When the resolution was formed of 
building on the ground, it was found necessary 
to remove the retentive surface, which being 
dona, (a matter of no little difficulty, . cogpen- 
sated, however, in some degree, by the material 
being converted into bricks,) a fine sandy soil 
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on the arduous endertaking of raising 
of the ground ten fect, and this has been 


| doue over a apace of about one hundred acres. 


On this site have been constructed several 
houses, ferming noble squares, streets, and cre- 
ecents, which beyond question surpass in mag- 
nificence any buildings of the same character and 


of grandeur to this undertaking. The ground is 
drained in the most perfect manner; large sewers 
have been built ia every avenue; the roads are 
broad aad level, and the areas in the squares 
thickly and tastefully planted. Some idea may 
be formed of the grandeur of the neighborhood 
when we state that there is scarcely a house in 
it which is not equal to any in the Regent's 
Park, whilst many are greatly superior, and all 
possess the advantage in the solidity of construc- 
tion, and the extent of space occupied. It is 
only about <hree years since the first stone of the 
house lately occupied by Lord Forrester, the 
first built, was laid, and already an extensive 
neighborhood is created, which, in other places 
of less magnitude than London, would be called 
a quarter of a town. A sum of one million ster- 
ling has, we understand, already beea expended 
on the work, and as much more must be disbursed 
before it is completed.”’ 


The present population of Eptxavreu, 
including Lerru, is rated at 170,000. 
Among these are 900 teachers in the vart- 
ous branches of education; 400 advocates; 
800 writers to the signet and solicitors; 40 
physicians; 70 surgeons; 100 apothecaries. 
The number of churches is 70; courts of 
justice 13; theatres 2; public hospitals 11; 
charitable institutions 60; bridges 5; insu- 
rance offices 42, of which 34 are agencies 
to English establishments. The newspa- 
pers published in the city are 11 in number. 


We learn, with sincere regret, that Mr. 
Josrrn H. Jones, a highly respectable 
merchant of St. Lovgs, Missovrt, shot him- 
self this morning, in his chamber at Hiss- 
xELL's Hotel, and expired shortly after.—

H. Barnes, hardware 
dealer; Charles Brooks & Co. hardware dealers; 
George Wheelright, ivory turner; and Thomas 
Christy, saddler. ‘T'wo of the stores were owned 
by the Messrs. Torreys, on which there was an 
insurance of $6000 at the Mercaants’ Office, 
Bostoa. Mr. Brooks had an insurance of $12,000 
at the same office. It is said Mr. Barnes had 
an insurance of $5000 at the Howard Insurance 
office, New-York. Mr. Francis was insured for 
$4000 in the Merchants’ Office, Boston, and 
$5000 in the Howard Insurance, New-York. 
The fire companies had barely reached home, 
when a seeond fire broke out in the store of Mr. 
Nestor Houghton, which was damaged to the 
amount of $500, besides much injury to his 
stock of goods. Mr. H. had an insurance inthe 
Commonwealth Office of $2,460. 

A few hours after, a third fire occurred in 
Hollis street, but not much injury was done.

A rumour has pre- 
vailed that Dr. Trosseau was attacked by this 
horrible disease.—What gave rise to the report 
is, that the Doctor, in opening a body, cut his 
hand, and very dangerous ulcers immediately 
appeared, which uced a fever that lasted 
three days. But cauterizations made in time 
stopped the progress of the contagion, and the 
Doctor has resumed his perilous Jabours, in con- 
cert with his colleague, Dr. Chervin. The 
weather having become colder at the inning 
of the month, exerted the favourable influence 
that was expected. On the Sth, 6th, and 7th, 
not more than seven or eight fresh patients were 
received at the hospital; but since the 7th, the 
thermometer (Reaumur,) has almost always 
kept up to 18 degrees, and hence no fewer than 
18 persons were attacked yesterday. This 
number ap terrific, when it is : 
that, including thé troops, there are nearly
